Drainage 
Project 
Is ‘Dead’ 


The proposed $900,000 Atherton 
drainage district was characteriz- 
ed as “all but a dead duck” this 
week by City Engineer Edwin H. 
Smith. 

“Menlo Park still hasn’t given an 
okay for inclusion of 77 acres of 
the city in proposed flood con- 
trol agency; Woodside, formed as 
a city since county supervisors 


okayed the proposed agency, 
hasn’t okayed it either. 
The county’s consent is no 


longer valid and, Menlo Park City 
councilmen agreed Tuesday, Men- 
lo Park will give a decision next 
week. 


Residents of the 77-acre area 
in this city which doesn’t want 
to be included in the district— 
roughly bounded by El Camino 
Real, Moore Acres, Valparaiso 
avenue and a line drawn 
through Millie avenue and par- 
alleling Valparaiso—have asked 
that a special district be formed 
for their area, 


According to a recent report by 
an engineer hired by the resi- 
dents, the area should have to pay 
only about $15,000 to finance 
drainage. 

Smith disagreed with this fig- 
ure, saying that it contemplated 
handling only “once every 25 
year” storms rather than “once 
every 100 year” storms. 

City Councilman Charles P. 
Burgess offered that maybe the 
city could manage such a district 
if that is more favorable to resi- 
dents than control by Atherton. 

But Menlo Park he said, could 
offer to pay part of the cost of 
maintaining the Atherton drain- 
age canal out of the city’s general 
fund, on the same basis that city 
crews put in time clearing San 
Francisquito creek. 

Councilmen didn’t hint what 
their decision, next Tuesday, will 
be. 


New City Law 
On Fences 
‘Unnecessary’ 


The city already has enough 
laws regulating the construction 
of fences and all it has to do is 
enforce them, according to Build- 
ing Inspector James D. Steiger. 

This he told the city planning 
commission, when that group met 
informally Monday night. He al- 
so displayed a notice which is 
handed to residents whenever 
they come to his office to apply 
for permission to erect such a bar- 
rier. It lists all the legal restric- 
tions. 

The only two “fence” cases 
which have been referred to the 
city council recently have con- 
cerned illegal barriers — either 
they were too high or extended 
onto city property—and in both 
cases the council upheld the build- 
er, Steiger told the planners. ’ 

All this was reported back to 
the city council Tuesday night. 
Councilmen had asked that the 
planning group study a possible 
fence-regulation ordinance. 


Telephone Tagged 
‘Deadly Weapon’ 
In Charge Here 


A 35-year-old estranged husband 
was in San Mateo County jail yes- 
terday, charged with assault with 
a deadly weapon after he alleged- 
ly struck his 29-year-old wife with 
a telephone, at her Menlo Park 
home. 

Police said the assault was made 
in sight of the couples’ 18-month- 
old child.

The husband, Emilio, who 
gave his address as 1715 Catherine 
street, San Mateo, had apparently 
called at the home to talk and 
gotten into an altercation. 

They added that he had appar- 
ently struck Mrs. Ordonez with 
his fists, then torn a telephone 
loose from its cord and struck her 
on the head with it:

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SRI Headquarters Bid Opening Friday 


Armory Site 
Swinging 
‘Back to Town’. 


Menlo Park’s proposed Nation- 
al Guard armory completed its 
trip around town this week. It 
still hasn’t got a home and a date 
at which construction will start 
still can’t be named. 

Lieutenant Colonel Charles M. 
Columbia, engineer for the Cali- 
fornia National Guard, told coun- 
cilman at their informal meeting 
Tuesday that he would seek fed- 
eral land facing Middlefield road, 
near the US Geologic Survey 
building ,as a possible site. The 
land was last year returned to the 
federal government after spend- 
ing some years under the owner- 
ship of the Sequoia High School 
District. 

If the land can’t be obtained, 
Mayor George Ford agreed, it 
may be necessary to put the 
armory in the city’s proposed 
civic center area. The city made 
a commitment to provide space 
there in about 1950. 

The armory would accommo- 
date battery D, 149th anti-aircraft 
artillery battalion, 49th infantry 

division. The unit is now stationed 
at Burgess park gym. 

The proposal to seek federal 
land was put forward after Col- 
Columbia declared a site which 
the city favored, in the city’s park 
lands in Belle Haven at the north- 
west end of Terminal avenue, was 
inadequate. 

It was difficult to get to, and 
the armory might need more than 
the acre which the city is pre- 
pared to allocate in that area, he 
said. 

(Recently, it was learned the 
local battery may convert to mis- 
sile-lanching equipment from its 
present armament. This will mean 
more mobile equipment and hence 
more space.) 

LONG TRIP 

In its peregrinations, the armo- 
ry site has been situated in sever- 
al spots. 

First, the city set aside land at 
Alma and C streets for it. Later, 
when Stanford Village lands came 
up for sale, it was proposed to 
place it facing Ravenswood ave- 
nue near Middlefield road. The 
strip along Middlefield was at the 
time the subject of litigation be- 
tween the high school district and 
the federal government. 

Last year, the city re-drew its 
master plan for civic develop- 
ment and it was decided that, 
if the armory were to be placed 
there at all, it should be put at 
C and Laurel streets. This would 
necessitate moving the present 
Menlo Park Sanitary District 
headquarters. 

The city then proposed that 
land be allocated from the Belle 
Haven park site, for which voters 
approved funds last spring. 

Though it cut down recreation 
space, it was agreed, it could be 
and thus would not be a total loss 
to the community.

A recent court decision in Los 
Angeles indicates it may be il- 
legal for a nursery school to get 
exclusive use of a part of a public 
park.

Large New Unit 
May Cost Near 
Two Million 


Bids are to be opened tomor- 
row for the first 120,000-square- 
foot unit of Stanford Research 
Institute’s permnanent headquar- 
ters here, and a contract may be 
awarded at that time, it was an- 
nounced this week by SRI officers. 


Previously, officers had said 
that some period of study might 
be necessary before a bid can be 
let. However, plans at present 
indicate that some units of SRI 
can move into the new building 
when only 40,000 square feet of it 
are completed. This will simplify 
the transfer problem. 


The entire 120,000 square foot 
structure, which will be two stories 
in height with a full basement 
under it, will take 15 months to 
complete, according to Omar 
Spain, in charge of the building 
program. 


The first unit, which it is esti- 
mated will cost nearly $2,000,000, 
is to be occupied by the institute’s 
economics division, now quartered 
in East Palo Alto, and portions of 
the physical sciences, administra- 
tive and Poulter laboratory divi- 
sions. 


Engineering division and some 
others will temain in their pres- 
ent laboratories until a second 
unit is completed, it was an- 
nounced. No plans for this have 
yet been announced. 


Paint Thinner 
Starts Fire, 


Brings Warni 

An estimated $500 damage — 
and a general warning from fire- 
men to all area residents—result- 
ed this week from a fire which 
started after a North Fair Oaks 
resident had used paint thinner 
to clean a garage floor. 

The fire occurred Sunday at the 
Ted Tyler home, 107 Northum- 
berland avenue. Tyler himself 
had left the garage minutes be- 
fore the pilot light on a water 
heater ignited fumes from the 
paint thinner. The fire “flashed” 
through the garage and heat 
broke a bottle which contained 
gasoline, firemen said. This aided 
the spread of the flames. 


“This is the second fire we’ve 
had since the first of the year, 
caused by the same thing,” 
Menlo Park Fire District Chief 
George Carter pointed out. 
“Luckily, nobody has been kill- 
ed or suffocated, but it would 
be easy for this to happen.” 


The Chief added that Tyler had 
told investigating fire department 
officers he was unaware that the 
paint thinner was inflammable. 
This is something that should be 
checked by everyone planning to 
clean up grease with any fluid, 
he observed. 

The fire was reported to Tyler 
by a neighbor, shortly after the 
householder had finished his 
cleaning chore and gone back in- 
to his house. Tyler called firemen 
at 11:40 a.m. 

The previous similar fire, ear- 
lier this year, blasted the win- 
dows out of a North Fair Oaks 
“beef-burger” dispensary.

Reading Help 


A total of one hundred and 
twenty-nine children in Menlo 
Park Elementary School District 
classes are to get help in learn- 
ing reading, District Superintend- 
ent Dr. Melville Homfeld report- 
ed recently. 

The help is being given on an 
individual basis; each child receiv- 
ing the aid is to be the subject of 
conferences between administra- 
tors and the teacher in the child’s 
classroom. 

“Earlier this year,’ Dr. Hom- 
feld explains, “each teacher was 
asked to identify those children 
who were reading below grade 
level. We found that 163 children, 
or one out of each 14, was so 


“Of the 163, 38 were in grades 
one through three and 125 in 
grades four through eight. Of 
| these 125, 34 were found to be 
reading at or above grade level 
when standard evaluation de- 
vices were applied. 


“A check-off sheet indicating 
reasons for reading debilities was 
filled out for each of these chil- 
| dren to analyze their problems and 
what steps should be taken to cor- 
rect the difficulty. 

“These records were later turn- 
ed over to teachers for further 
study and indication of how the 
children are now progressing. In 
addition, the results of standard 
tests were noted on the forms.” 

District Curriculum Consultant 
Paul R. Stouffer is currently 
studying the forms, making. sug- 
gestions and comments, Dr. Hom-

Sad, but Always True 


It's sad but always true — and only natural, we guess, when | 
we consider the multitude of demands on every citizen's time — | 
that, once convinced our civic officials are sincere, intelligent | 
men, the public takes very little intérest in the conduct of civic! 
affairs. 

In Woodside, we have an example of how this lack of inter-| 
est starts, with the public evidently satisfied that things are going | 
well. The sad part of it is that such complacency often changes | 
into apathy; apathy leads to loss of understanding: loss of under- | 
standing leads, in turn, to distrust and discord, almost the dia- 
metric opposite of the original feeling that “All is well.”

‘Your City’s Business: 
- "Twilight Zone’ of 


-Loning Needs §

As in most controversial rezon- 
|ing hearings, the Council Cham- 
bers were packed Tuesday of last 
| week by the proponents and Op- 
ponents of rezoning Partridge av- 
;enue from duplex to four-dwel- 
|ling unit residential. 

The proposal was rejected by 
the Planning Commission, but 
proponents appealed to the City 
| Council. as they have a legal right 
to do. In general, property own- 
ers on Partridge were in favor of 
the proposal, while opposition 
was largely from abutting proper- 
tl owners on Cambridge and Col- 
lege avenues. 

wo principles must be con- 

sidered by the City Council in 

reaching a decision. First, the 
characteristics of an area 
change over a period of years, 
and zoning should be reviewed 
periodically to ascertain that 
the best use from the public in- 
terest standpoint is served by 
the zoning. 
Second, 


Menlo Park has at- 
tracted very desirable subdivi- 
sions by maintaining a high 
standard of single family zon- 
ing, and protecting that zoning 
against tampering. Somewhere 
in a twilight zone, these two 
principles conflict, and proper- 
ly so. We should not hold ad- 
amently to the second princi- 
ple when the circumstances call 
for a change.

Whether Partridge is at a stage 
where a changing in the zoning 
| classification is required in the 
|light of present day realities is a 
| fact-finding matter 
|the City Council must judge the 
| evidence. The shape of the lots, 
50x200, is not conducive to the 
best four - 
opment. In fact, our zoning ordin- 
ance, with respect to new subdi- 
visions, requires a minimum lot 
width of 60 feet for R3 zoning. 

Very few vacant lots exist on 

Partridge. It is doubtful that 
an R3 zoning would render ec- 
onomically feasible the serap- 
ping of existing old housing un- 
its on developed lots to make 
way for a four-unit apartment 
house, 

Thus, except for the few vacant 
lots, the rezoning might not 
change the scenery. 

The College and Cambridge 
abutting property, in my opinion, 
would be affected adversely only 
by the construction of two (or two 
and a half) story apartment units 


on Partridge avenue lots. But if. 


the height of the buildings were 
held down to one stery, as in the 
| case of those recently built in the 


|existing Partridge R383 zone near | 


El Camino, I can see no deterior- 
ation to College and Cambridge 
properties.

Fire Losses Down Sharply Here, 
Annual Report of District Shows 


standpoint of fire loss and I feel 
sure our fire prevention program, 
which included company inspec- 
tions of mercantile and industrial 
buildings, and contacting homes 
with fire prevention information, 
made a definite contribution to 
lowering the fire loss,” Chief Car- 
ter declared. 

The department responded to 
a total of 866 alarms during the 
year. The total number of fires 
included in these was 470, nine 
more than in 1955, 

“Of these alarms, 186 were 
structural or in structures, an in- 
crease of 21 over 1955,” the report 
continues. 

But while financial losses were 
low, there were three fatalities 
as the result of emergencies dur 
ing the year. 

These included Glenn Grohe, 
40-year-old artist who perished 
April 15 in a fire at 183 Glenwoo¢ 
avenue; Clark L. Lacey, 20, who 
was electrocuted by a fallen pow 
er line, Aug. 1 and Samuel T. Rus. 
sell, 79, 161 Amherst avenue, who 
died when his house burned. 

Continued improvement of fire 
fighting plant and equipment al 
0 played a part in keeping the 
fire loss low, the report contin- 
ues.

Chief Carter recapitulated. 

Of the 470 fires, 101 were caus. 


ed by mechanical failures includ- 
ing overheating of motors, faulty 
construction and similar defects. 
Ninety-one fires—19.36 percent 
of all those reported—were artri- 
buted to carelessness. 

Careless burning accounted 
for 50 more and careless smok- 
ing, an additional 54. 

Children with matches account- 
ed for 58 fires also. 

The firemen, in answering em- 
ergency calls, attended to a total 
of 61 individuals suffering from 
a variety of maladies including 
heart attacks, difficulty in breath- 
ing, and seizures of unknown 
type. 

An average of six firemen show- 
ed up in the case of every alarm 
and an average of 7.8 firemen ap- 
peared at each call to a fire, the 
report says. 

The hours between 12 noon and 
4 p.m. produced the most alarms, 
with more than 30 percent of, the 
‘otal being called in during those 
1ours.
